The  population  at  the  middle  of  1895  was  16088,  estimated  by.  the  method  adopted  by  the  Registrar- 
General. 

The  number  of  Births  registered  during  the  year  was  430,  including  196  of  males,  and  234  of  females. 
The  Birth-rate  per  1000  persons  living  in  the  District  was  26‘7  as  against  29 '4  in  1894. 

There  were  312  Deaths  registered  during  the  year,  which  include  175  of  males,  and  137  of  females,  66 
of  these  occurred  in  the  Workhouse,  and  the  Death-rate  was  19'3. 


The  Deaths  from  the  seven  principal  zymotic  diseases  were  26,  including  8  of  Diphtheria,  1  from 
Whooping  Cough  and  17  from  Diarrhoea. 


The  zymotic  Death-rate  was  1'6  as  against  1'5  in  1894.

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Infectious  Disease  Notification  Act,  95  cases  were  reported,  as  against  104 
cases  in  1894,  and  186  in  1893. 

They  included  3  of  Small  Pox,  47  of  Scarlet  Fever,  29  of  Diphtheria,  2  of  Enteric  Fever,  1  of  Continued 
Fever,  and  13  of  Erysipilas. 

Small  Pox. _ The  three  reported  cases  occurred  in  the  Parish  of  Teston  amongst  immigrant  hop-pickers, 

but  none  proved  fatal. 

Scarlet  Fever. _ Forty-seven  cases  were  returned  as  against  55  cases  in  1894,  and  all  lecoveied. 

They  occurred : — One  in  the  Parish  of  Boughton  Monchelsea,  1  in  East  Farleigh,  6  in  Hunton,  1 1  in 
Linton  and  Loddington,  5  in  Loose,  16  in  Harden,  1  in  Staplehurst,  1  in  Teston,  and  5  an  Yalding. 

Diphtheria.— Twenty-nine  cases  as  against  27  in  1894  were  reported,  8  of  which  proved  fatal. 

They  occurred : — Seven  in  Barming  with  3  deaths,  5  in  Bearsted  all  fatal,  1  in  each  of  the  I  arishes  of 
Boughton  Monchelsea  and  East  Farleigh,  4  in  Loose,  7  in  Harden,  1  in  Staplehurst,  2  in  Teston,  and  I  in 
Yalding.  All  the  deaths  from  this  disease  occurred  in  the  two  first  named  Parishes. 

Enteric  Fever. — Two  cases  only,  neither  of  which  were  fatal,  occurred  1  in  the  Parish  of  Harden,  and 
the  other  in  the  Parish  of  Staplehurst.  This  shows  a  considerable  decrease  from  last  year,  when  there  were 

4  cases  and  1  death. 

Measles.— No  deaths  from  this  disease  occurred  during  1895. 

Whooping-cough. — Caused  only  1  death  in  the  Parish  of  West  Farleigh,  which  shows  a  great  decrease 
from  1 894,  when  13  deaths  were  reported. 


Erysipelas. — Of  the  13  cases  reported  two  proved  fatal  in  the  Parish  of  Hunton. 

Of  the  seven  principal  Zymotic  Diseases  Diarrhoea  proved  to  be  the  most  fatal,  causing  17  deaths, 
distributed  in  the  Eight  Parishes  of-East  Farleigh  3  deaths,  West  Farleigh  1,  Hunton  2,  Loose  2,  Marden  2, 
Nettlestead  and  Otham  1  each,  Yalding  3  and  2  deaths  in  the  Workhouse. 

Stallard,  and  the  tables  required  by  the  Local  Government  Board 
are  appended.
